ALMIGHTY GOD, who fuper^ 
intends and governs the Affairs of 
the World by his wife and good 
Providence, having lignally ap- 
peared for us, in fupprefling that monftrous 
and unnatural Rebellion by which wc were 
lately fo much alarm'd j we fhould think 
oufclvcs obliged to join in publick and fo- 
lemn Thankfgiving for fuch a Salvation i 
and this is the Duty to which, by our moft 
gracious Sovereign's Royal Proclamation^ 
wc arc now called.

: , In the Time of our Trouble, and when 
we were under fuch Apprehenfions of 
Danger as gave, us much Uneafinefs, Prayers 
were every where offered up to Heaven for 
the Defeat of our Enemies, Deliverance from 
the Calamities of an intcftine War, and a 
.Reftoration of the publick Peace and Tran- 
quillity : And as, by a divine Bleffing on his 
Majefty's Counfels and Arms, thefe great 
Mercies. have been obtained 5 furely they 
ought to be in the moft grateful and devout 
nianner acknowledged 5 and this God ex- 
.peds from us. Not that he wants any 
,Returnsthat weare aipablc of making for 
the Favours which he beftows 5 nor is it to 
be fuppofcd, that there can be any Addition 
made to his cflcntial Glory by our moft 
exalted Praifes 5 but he is p leafed \j\xh our 
fincerc, though faint. Attempts to proclaim 
■the Honours of his Name, and fuch is his 
' Condefceniion, that he has fignified fo much 
to US by faying, Whofo offereth ^raife 
glorifieth me^ Pfal. 1. 23. 

Now that we may be deeply afFeded 
with the great and undeferved Goodnefs- 
of God in the Deliverance, which we arc 
aflcmbled this Morning to thank him for, 
I have formed a fhort Difcourfc, grounded 
upon the Faflage of Scripture which has 
been read, and endeavoured to make it as 
fuitable as I could to the prefent joyful 
Occafion. 

The 
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The Words contain a great Bleffing 
promifed to the Ifraelites if they behaved 
themfcives anfwerably to what God required 
of them, and obeyed the Precepts which 
they were commanded to have a ftridt and 
dutiful Regard to. Upon that Condition, 
they were encouraged to cxped that Pro- 
vidence would fmile upon them with re- 
gard to their Perfons, Eftates and Employ- 
ments j that their Plenty would be con- 
tinued, that they (hould be advanced above 
the People round about them, and be vic- 
torious over their Enemies. The [Lord 
jhall caufe thine Enemies that rife up 
againft thee to he fmitten before thy Face^ 
&c. You fee they were aflurcd that God 
would be with them, fight th^ir Battles, 
and defeat any Forces that (hould make 
War upon them, fo that they fliould ci- 
ther be cut off and killed upon the Spot, 
or flee before them by many different 
Ways, that they might make their Efcape, 
and not fall into their Hands. 

Thus God engaged to favour Ifrael^ and 
thus he has been gracioufly pleafcd to favoui; 
uSy though we arc fuch a finful People, 
and he might juftly have fuffered our 
Enemies to prevail againft and triumph 
over us. 

This all tiiat are concern d for our holy 
Religion^ and for the national Welfare 
and Proiperity mufl, I am fure, look upon 

as 
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as a Mercy which v/e ought to fet the highefl: 
Value Upon, and fhouid never forget $ and 
that we may view it in this Light, let us 

confidcr,

III. The kind and feafonable Interpo- 
fition of a divine Hand^ in their De- 
feat and our Deliverance. 

I fhall endeavour to lay thefc Things 
before you, as well as I can, in a fmall 
Compafs ; and then point out the Improve'^ 
ment which fhouid be made of the great 
Mercy of God to us. 

I. Let us.confider what the vile and im- 
pious T>efign of the late Rebellion was, 
and how dreadful the Confequences would 
have been, had not Providence fruftrated 
it. 

It has long been the Happinefs of jBr/- 
tons to live under the beft of Governments, 
in the quiet and undifturb'd Enjoyment of 
our Religion and Liberties, fecure in our 
Properties, and in the Poflcffion of every 
Bleffing belonging to us as a Free and Pr^ 

tejiant 
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tefiant People We hav^ a moft gradOT^ 
Prince upon the Throne, whofc Title is 
'^ f^m, as the t^y^s and Conflitution of this 
Kj^gdom can make it s fb that jit dannot 
tie difputed but upon Principles than which 
Dpiie can be more al^furdy dejiru£iive and 
jUvifi > a Prince who- has no tntereft icp^- 
iati6! from that of his People^ and who 
in the whole CourTe of his KcigA' has given 
the ifullcfl Proofs of an inviolable Regard 
to their Rights and Pxofperity : This muft 
be acknowledged' by all that will lay afide 
unreafonable Prejudices ; and Malice itfelf 
cannot point out any Inftance to the con- 
trary. 

Now the execrable Defign of; . the Re- 
bellion was, to dethrone our tnoft excellent 
and rightful Sovereign, to fct^iide for 
ever the Succeilion inhisilluftriouS'Farmily, 
and tQ demolish the whole Frame, and 
tear up the very Foundations of a Gbvern- 
£E^nt the beft. fitted of any upon Earth to 
make Subjc^ls fefe^d happyr ; .. 

With fuch a inalicious Intention; did a 
Company of wicked Men, witKout any 
Provocation or |uft^ Rcafon for Complaint, 
and fome pf.them diftinguiChed i)y Marks 
of his Majefty's royal Favour^ enter into 
M.«afiires, inCon^undlpn with qur avowed 
jEnemics abroad, to ruin and deftrpy us : 
AaA that they raiglit effedually :do this ; 
ittiey would have:.-:fc5-;an" alfjutfJ^ -l^^pP 

Pretender 
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Attempts may be made to foften Jl^figs; 
^d fome rnay be fo weali; as to be im- 
pofed upon by the artful Devices^ and falie 
Colours which deiigning Men make uie; 
of to hide the Malignity of their Prir^- 
ciples, and to ipake them appear harni- 
lefs and benevolent ; but this we may be 
aflured of, that popery is as blwdy a R^ 
Jigion as ever it was; the Spirit wli,icl[i 
it breathes and infpircs is cruel 5 " it is 
^* calculated (as one well obfervcs) to fup- 
*^ prc(s the tcndcrcft Emotions of Huma- 
'^ nity," and it cati be no wonder if it 
prevails againft Gwd Nature it fclf, whea 
People are taught that they make a ^e-- 
rit of deftroying their Neighbours th;\t 
differ from them, and are fo blinded and 
wicked as to believe it. The Ethiopian 
cannot ^change his Skin : Sheeps Clothing 
could not alter the Nature of rdvening 
Wolves^ and if the Trince of ^arknejf 
(hould ailume the Form^ aqd put on the 
Appearance of an \AngH of Lights he 
would be a ©m/ftillt 

We may (;onclude therefore) that if the 
^retfnder to ap hereditary Right to the 
Britijh Crown Ihpujd cv^r wear it, 
(which God of his infinite Me^ey forbid !) 
we mufl be a miiferable People^ And wh^t 
a kind and good Providence ought we to 
cfteen) it, that a Defign to bring us into 
iiieh depiopble Circumftances has been fp 

* nappily 
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hapjpily defeated! And that we may be the 
more affeftcd with Our Deliverance^ let 
us conftdcr 

II. The Progrcfe made by the Rebels 
in executing die Defign which they had 
wickedly formed, and were fo much bent 
upon purfuing. 

When the inpleM Invader oi our Cbuh^ 
try firft landed, he brought fuch an in?- 
confiderable Nurtibcr ^ with him, that thd 
Account giyeni of his being in Scotland 
was not pfefently credited \ and when ic 
was, we heard it fpoken of with great 
Contempt 5 but it was iiot loiig before 
Things appeared with a different Face. 
The Tretender% Son was fo audacious 
as to fet tip his Standard, dnd fooh col^ 
le£ted an Army * too conflderabie td be de- 
lj)ifed. The Utthappy Places to which 
they came wefe thrown into Confufion i 
gr^t Outrages were committed ; 1 Num-^ 
ber of honeft People fufFered gtfiitly, and 
more were in . continual Danger of find* 
ing the faoac cruel Treatment. The TluH- 
deters incrcafed and grew formidable i 
the Capital City in that Part of Great- 
jBr//^/;^ fell into their Hands, which, with 
a Defeat of a fmall Body of the Kltig's 
Forces, without ddubc encouraged them 
to hope that they Ihould be able to carry 
all before them : Their March towards

England was 4c$e]:mincd, and their pehe* 
tracing fo far as they did into it, ^as 
Matter of Surprize, arid iSi^hen.. recorded 
in Hiftory will be thought fo by all that ' 
read it. Xb^ T^^^jror fprcadjby-thefc ^yfl^j 
of Violence wias great, and dxofc that hid 
niore Fortitude of Mind, than moft of' 
their Neighbours, could not^'fcut be under 
a Concern about the Confequences of the 
Twift Advances that were made by the 
Enemies of. our Country ; and efpecially 
oi there was Reafon to 'apprehend that 
Ihey might foon be Joined, and power- 
fully fupported by an Army Of Foreigners 
SiA\o were watching -for dn Opportunity; 
't6.be revenged upon us. What Confii^! 
fibn we fhouid have been in, had the Re-. 
bcls come hear our Metropolis, we can- 
riot fay 5 but flioutd their Strength have* 
grown as they made a greater Progrefs, 
what a bloody Scene might our dear Coun- 
try have been made ! We thought of thefe 
Things when we . were in Danger, and I 
mention them now to fhew what a Mercy' 
it is that the Danger is fo happily over, 
and that Qod has delivered us from our

Fears. This brings me

T>(no,iftmi^m 
IhqHld fo hcaVtU^' unite in Om^upii 1:9 
the 'Enemies of bur 'Iting and Country; 
tliat both Hou&s of. Tarlum^s fliguld,

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with fuch a gloribiis Zeal and Unanimityi 
enter into the moft effcAuai Meafarcs for 
the Defence of his Majefty'^ Crown and 
Honoor, and the Safe^ of his People $ 
and that the Nobility and Gentry, lAtt^ 
chants and Traders, and Perfons of all 
Ranks, (hould exert thonfelves in fo brave 
a cnanner as they did on the important Oc- 
cafion ! This we muft efteem a very great 
Mercy, and we ought to look upon it as 
owing to the Influence of that Great Being 
who has the Hearts of all Men in his 
Hands. 

His Maiefty's 9ppointing his Royal Hi^ 
nefs the Duke of Cumberland to coiii-^ 
mand his Forces at a Time of fo much 
Danger, was fuch a Proof of his high and 
tender Regard for the national WeL&r6^ 
** as will tranfinit die Remembrance of him 
^^ to all future Agjes, under the moft ho* 
^' nourable Cbarader that a King can 
** bear, the Friend, the Father of'hisPeo- 
** pie * :" And we cannot but look upon it, 
as a moft kind Providence that ourSovereiga 
made fuch a Choice 5 as to the Courage 
and Condud of his illuftrious Son, undec 
God, our Succefs may be afcribed. 

To the fame Providence we muft ac- 
knowledge it owing, that the Royal Hero 
was prefcrved throu^ the great Fatigues 

and 

• Oificnti^ifiBifien Additfi to lus M^'efly; 
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and Difficul^es, to which he, with an in- 
vincible Magnanimity, expofed himfelf 3 that 
our Enemies fled before nim with fo much 
Hafte and Fear, and that, when they made 
a (land at laft, dnd perhaps were confident 
of gainihg their Point, the Bloody Con- 
troverfy was decided in our Favour. Who 
was it that covered the young Conqueror's 
Head in the Day of Battle, and infpired 
his Officers and Army with the. Courage 
which they difcovered when he led them 
Oh to Glory and Vi^ry \ Surely the Hand 
of God muft be in this. And when we 
remember what a Number of the Rebels fell 
in tl^e Field, and how many were taken 
Prifbhcrs,* that the reft endeavoured to fave 
themfelves by Flight, or furrendred in 
hopss of Mercy, and that upon this there 
was an End put to the Rebellion, almoft 
at once i we cannot, I think, but own that 
this was the Lonis doings and we ought 
to be affeded with it accordingly. 

The Salvation which I have been 'ipeak- 
ing of, without doubt, was very great in 
itfelfj and the Circumftances of it (fome 
of which have been mentioned) Ihew it 
to be fb ; to which I might add, many 
Things in relation to the Confequences 
of our Danger and Deliverance. His Ma- 
jefty sThrone will, it is not doubted, be more 
fecurcly cftablilhed by our late Troubles, 
^d the very great Concern which he 
' has 
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has flicwh , for 'his People iipon f his extra- 
ordinary Occafion, muft increase the Num.- 
l)er ofhis'rc^l and lihcere friends, and fix 
him ahd the Royal Family more firmly in 
jthe liearts and AflfeOiions of all true Pro- 
teflants. . .! . , . / .t 

\ And ' as the wiclf^dy barbarous and iy- 
jamical Spirit oiTd^efy hath been fo wcil 
anA juftly cxpofecl from the Pulpit and 
PrefSjt and ftewed itfcif in fo many In- 
ilancjc's of Kapine and Ciruelty, to the Bjuifi 
.of many and the Terror' of more, it nwy 
xeafonably be hoped, that a Religion which 
tr^nsforpis. Men into Mongers will be h^d 
in the utnjoft abhorrence, and that if At- 
tempts 'iliQurd be made at any time-he^^- 
after to obtrude it upon us, we (haii op- 
pofe it with the warnieft ZeaL a$ it is^ 
Religion . fo contray to the glorious Gq- 
Jpel of Chrift; and fo dcftruftivc of Souls, as 
well as "of the happy Government un^er 
which we live, and of the Liberty, P?ace, 
and Felicity of Mankind. 

Thus a wife God who brings Good out 
of Evil can, and we hope will, make our 
laf c Troubles and Fears fubfervient to our 
very great Advantage, upon many Accounts'; 
and by ^hat yoii have heard, I am fiire you 
will conclude, that buf Deliverancp from 
them is a Mercy to be.highiy crtecmMaod 
rcligipuflv improved. 

I 
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I proceed now to the laift Thing pro- 
ppfedy which is, to point out the Im- 
provement that ought to be made of the 
Deliverance which I have been briefly re-* 
prcfenting to yqu. 

I. And the firfl: thing I have to mention is^ 
that We (hould have our Eyes ^nd Thoughts 
raifed towards the God of out Salvation. 
He is frequently mentioned in S$:ripture 
under that Charadcri fo Plal. Ixviii. 19, 20. 
and in other Places. Give us, faith holy 
^avidy Help from Trouble^ for vain is 
tb^ Help of Man. — Through God we pall 
do valiantly : for he it is that Jhall tread 
down our Enemies. Many more Texts 
might be cited, which are cxpreflive of the 
fame Sentiments. So that whatfoever /»- 
Jiruments God may make ufe of iii the 
Deliverances which he is plcafcd to work 
out for his People, it is fit thqt we fliould 
look to him as the great Author of them, 
aud fuch as are under the Influence of re- 
ligious Principles will do fo. Therefore 
though ir becomes us to do Jullice to the 
glorious Charader and extraordinary Me- 
rit of the Illuflrious T^uke^ whofe Services 
to his Royal Father, his Country, and the 
Protcftant Intereft, will gain him an 
•immortal Reputation i and though the 
Bravery of the Anpy under his Command 
ought not to be mentioned but with high 
Applaufc 5 yet it (hould never be forgotten, 

C that 
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that we are indebted to a gracious Provi- 
dence for Vidory and Deliverance 5 and 
we fhould fay with T>avid i Chron. xxix. 
1 1 . Thine ^ O Lordy is the Greatnefsy and 
the T^owety and the Glory ^ and the Vic- 
tory^ and the Majefty : For all that 
ts in the Heaven and in the Earth 
is thine 5 thine is the Kingdom^ O Lord^ 
and thou art exalted as Head above 
all. 

2. The great Goodnefs of God to us, 
fhould be acknowledged with Hearts full of 
^hankfulnefs. In the Beginning of my 
Difcourfe, this was taken notice of, and 
therefore I Ihall fay the lefs about it here^ 
Let the Language of the devout Pfalmift in 
the xviii. Pfalm inftruft us in, and excite us 
to the Duty which I am now recommend- 
ing. The Lord liveth^ and bleffed be my 
Rock s and let the God of my Salvation 
be exalted. — — It is God that avengeth 
me and fubdueth the People under me.^-^ 
He delivereth me from mine Enemies^ 
yeay thou liftefi me up above thofe that 
rife up againft me^ thou haji delivered 

me from the violent Man. Therefore 

"will I give thanks unto thee^ O Lord^ 
among the Heathen^ and fing Traifes un- 
to thy Name. 

Such as are of an ingenuous Temper, 
and have any Senfe of Gratitude, will be 
thankful for great Benefits received 5 and 

when 
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when we confidcr how fcafonably and re- 
markably Providence has appeared for us, 
though (as the Effed of Divine Refent- 
ment, and of the Difpleafure of God a- 
gainft us for the crying Abominations of 
our Land) we might have been devoted 
to Dcftruftipu i we muft, I think, be fen- 
fible that we have the grcatefi Reafon to 
be thankful, and to bicfs the Name of the 
Lord: and here I would mention the 
Words of the cxviith Pfalmj Traife the 
Lord all ye Nations : Traife him all ye 
People. For his merciful Kindnefs is great 
towards us 5 and the Truth of the Lord 
enduretbfor ever: Traife ye the Lord. 

3. The Defeat of our Enemies and our 
Deliverance from them, fhould be con- 
sidered as Matter of Joy as well as of 
Thankfulnefs. It ought indeed to excite 
Companion in us to think how many have 
been Sufferers by our late Troubles; and 
the Wickednefs of thofe that were engaged 
in the late Rebellion, with the fad Confc- 
quences of their aggravated Guilt to them- 
felves, fhould move Pity, and the Reli- 
gion of Jefus not only allows but recom- 
mends fuch a Temper 5 it ihould, however, 
give us much Pleafure that God has, in his 
great Mercy, difappointed them in their 
wicked Purpofes, broken their deftruftivc 
Meafurcs, kept us from falling into, fuch 
cruel Hands, and favoured afid defended 

C 1 our 
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bur righteous Caufe^ and w* ought to fc- 
joicc in his Salvation, and in the Viftdry 
that he has given us. Jehojhdphat a;nd 
his People, we arc told, went to Jeru^ 
falem ivith J&y : For the Lord huH 
made them to rejoice over their Enemies^ 
2 Chron. xx. 47. And a holy and re- 
ligious Joy upon fuch an Occafton as thi^ 
is, undoubtedly well becomes lis. 

4- The Experience we have hiid of the 
Mercy and Kindncfs of God to as, ftiould 
engage us to pray darneftly for the Con- 
tinuance of his gracious artd powerful 
Proteftion. We ought to look upon the 
Deliverance which we are praiHng him 
for, ias an Anfwer to the many fervent 
Petitions and Interceffions that were of- 
fered up when we were in Diftreft j 
and as we reap the happy Fruits of oiir 
Applications to the Throne of Grace, this 
(hould excite us, to continue them y 
and if we have la true Senfe of our Duty, 
and a fincere Regard to our own, and to 
the publick Welfare and Safety, we (hall 
dofo. Certain it is that the Favour of 
God is our only fnre Defence, and nO- 
tlung elfe can be depended upon : And 
how can we expeft fo great a Blefling 
if we do not think it worth asking ? Let 
us therefore remember what God has al- 
ready ..done for us, and take Encourage* 
^mcnt from the Kindncfs of his Providence

, f . Tke great Gobdneis -of <iod to us 
in patting an End to our late Troubles 
and defeating oar Enemies, fhould fttong^ 
ly induce us to put our Truft in him at 
all Times, and to honour htm by fuch an 
Affianee as is his due. 

Wc have been ai?eople highly fevour- 
cd by 'Providence, and often faved by 
<3od's Ri^ht Hand. Our Deliverances 
have been n^any and furpriftngly great, 
and now there is another added to the 
Number, which will be recorded andtranf- 
•mitted down to Pofterity as a fignal one s 
fo ttet we have the higheft JELeafon to 
make Jehovah our Confidence, and this 
will be our Security. They that truft in 
the Lord Jball be as Mount Zion which 
cannot be removed but abideth for ever. 
^-"—'As the Mountains are round about 
Jerufalemy Co the Lord is round about 
his People from henceforth even for ever. 
Pfalm cxxv. i, 2. 

6. Happy will it be for us if our late 
Troubles and our Deliverance out of them 
may be the Means of Reforming us, and 
making us a better People. If we keep 

On 
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on Sinning againft the Mercies which we 
have received, this will difcover monftrous 
Ingratitude, and be a dreadful Aggravation 
of our Guilt h and if we don't amend our 
Ways and Manners, .and turn to the 
I.ord, we have juft Ground to fear that 
the Confequences will yet be deplorable. 
The Sins of Britain are our greateft and 
worfl Enemies. That abominable Practice 
oi profane Swearings which, in Defiance 
ol the Laws of God and Man, is fo com- 
mon among People of all Ranks, is a 
frodigious Iniquity^ and as it deftroys all 
Reverence fori^» 0^/A, whichis the ftrongefl: 
Security that any can give, for their be- 
having, well as Members of a Communi- 
ty^ fo if fuch as are . accuftomcd to that 
odious Vice are drawn in to be perjur'd 
Traytors, it may be cafily accounted for. 
As to imte fenfual Vices y " they tend (as 
^^ a very eminent and judicious Diviiie has 
" obferved) to make us an Effeminate, 
*^ Mcan-fpirited, a Lazy, Slothful, Un- 
•' healthful People, ufclcfs to the Glorious 
** Prince, and excellent Government we 
" live under > neither fit to endure the 
** HardjbipSy or encounter the Hazards
